dimensioned to clamp directly onto the bare fiber of the first and second optical fibers 
and the connector body including at least one additional independently openable 
clamping section dimensioned to clamp onto a coated portion of one of the optical 
fibers, wherein the clamping sections are arranged such that the first optical fiber can be 
clamped by the first of the main clamping sections independently of the second optical 
fiber.
